JAIL OCCUPANTS 


Prohibition and Plenty of Work 


Among Factors Re- 


sponsible ' 


That the number of prisoners in 


the comity jails of Wisconsin has 
decreased considerably in the last 
few years is evidenced by statistic* 
complied in the office of the secre- 
tary of the State Board of Control 


Although exact figures are not to 


be obtained, doe to the brief dttra- 
tion of the confinement of many 
prisoners, it is estimated that the 
population of the jails of the state 
has decreased 33 per cent between 
the years 1918 and 1919, and anoth- 
er 33 per cent from January 1, 1919 
to Deceiriber.31, 1919. The latter 
estimate is based on the fact 
at the beginning of the year of 1919 
there were 287 prisoners confined in 
the county jails, while at the close 
of the year this total had decreased 
to 192, a difference of 95 inmates 
Further statistics compiled from the 
1919 report show thst of the 9,4o4 
prisoners received 
by the county 


jails only 779 were actually com 
matted to institutions, although thi 
.cannot be said to have a direct bear 
ing on the annual population o 
Wisconsin jails. 
"Prohibition, Industrial 
condi 


tions, better policing, and social we]

over the origrin of the 
Christmas 


tree, and many theories have been 
advanced. One of them occurs in a 
Scandinavian myth -of-great anti- 
quity, which tells of what is called 
the "service tree," sprung- from the 
blood-drenched soil where two lov- 
ers had been killed hy violence. 


On certain nights in the Christ- 


mas season, says this legend, mys- 
terious lights -were seen flaming in 
the branches of the tree, which no 
wind could extinguish. 


Another tale, describes^ Martin 


Luther attempting to show his wife 
and children how beautiful a snow- 
covered forest is under the glitter- 
ing star spangled'sky. As he was
